Appellate Court's Decision in Case 
from This County. 



Court of .Apiie.-ilfi recently affirmed the salt 
of Mastin vs. Zweigart, taken op fran the 
Mason Circuit Coart 

On this appeal it was sought to set aside 
a judicial sale of land of the appellant on two 
grounds— that one of the appraisers waa an- 
friendly to him and ba e aasa H waa appraiaad 
at aa inadeqaste price. Tha land was a^ 
praised at $2(> ]<cr acre, and sold for f 1K.25. 

The .Vppellate Court's decision waif a* fol- 
lows 

Held— That a Judicial sale will not be set 
aside merely on the ground of inadequacy of 

price. Thi're ii nothing in the proof to .show 
that the appraisement was made too low ok the 
reHult of any unkind feeling of one of the 
appraisers. Appellant oontenda that the price 
should have been fixed at $26 instead of $20 
per acrf. ThL* ditfereme in price tixi-d by the 
appraisers could nut have prejudiced the ap- 
pellant. a.H it would not have enabled him to 
redeem. The land sold for more than two- 
thirds of the price that the appellant fixes on it. 
There i.s nothing; to show that it wouM h:iv.> 
brought a better price had the appraisers tixod 
the price as appellant oontenda they should 
have done.
